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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Concerning independent claims 1 , 9, 1 1 , and 1 2, the prior art of record does not 
disclose or reasonably suggest windowing that is determined based on a type of sound 
signal, in combination with randomly selecting pitch bells for required pitch bell 
locations. Applicant's Specification, Page 4, Lines 12 to 22, discloses that a voiced 
hybrid sound may be windowed with a cosine function, and an unvoiced sound signal 
may be windowed with a sine function. The Specification, Page 3, Lines 5 to 9, states 
that the claimed method, system, and device has the advantages of avoiding the 
introduction of periodicity in noisy components and preserving the naturalness of the 
sound, especially for voiced fricatives. The prior art of record does not disclose or 
reasonably suggest a windowing method that is determined based on a type of sound 
signal in combination with randomly selecting pitch bell locations and overlap-adding to 
modify a frequency or duration of a synthesized sound signal.
